COUNTRY'S HONOR ABOVE ALL 


Details of the Recent En- 


gagement Between Loyal 


Insurgent Troops. No 


Warning.

HAVANA, Oct.24.—Details were received 


today of the recent fighting at Pinu Del 
Rio in Cuba. 


At 10 o'clock Thursday night the insur- 


gents under Maceo attacked Artemin, 
opening flre unexpectedly with artillery. 
The Karri son was surprised, but soon re- 
plied and flred twenty shells into the in- 
•argent centre, inflicting numerous losses. 


The Spanish commander ambushed a 


detachment of troops in a palm grove and 
Instructed them to allow the Insurgents 
to advance to close quarters before firing. 
Eventually the government troops poured 
a terrible flre into the insurgent's ranks 
and when this was angumented by rapid 
•ring guns the enemy hurriedly retreated. 


Many of the enemy's shells failed to 


explode and only five houses were de- 
stroyed and one soldier of garrison 
wounded. The Spaniards severely blame 
the Insurgents for their "savage con- 
duct'' in not notifying the authorities of 
Artenma that the place would be bom- 
barded so as to permit the women and 
children being gotten out of harms way. 
Five citizens were killed by the insur- 
gent's bombardment. 
Ten men, ten 


women and eight children were wounded.

WASHINGTON, Oct., 24.—The public in- 


terest manifested in the American refugees 
daily arriving at Ellis Island is unpre- 
cedented. 


The report received today from Immi- 


gration commissioner Senuer of New York 
submits copies of a large number of tele- 
grams and letters from persons in all 
parts of the east asking that from one to 
three refugees be scut them, and prom- 
ising them constant employment at remu- 
nerative wages. 


The report says that prominent men of 


wealth stand ready in New York and Bos- 
ton to offer to furnish bonds to any 
amount required that the Armenians will 
never become public on private charges. 
Although the officials are in full sym- 
pathy with the purposes of these philan- 
thropic people, the law admits ol the 
exercise of a little discretion in its 
enforcement. 


The full time of the officials is occupied 


in providing temporary accommodations 
for the crowds constantly arriving. There 
is no doubt, however, that the offers made 
help much toward solving tho problem. 
The matter is being considered and every- 
thing possible will be done.

THE FRIDAY EVENING SESSION, 


A Good Address by H. 0. Williams of 


New York. Various Sessions and 


Conferences Today. This 


Evening and Sunday. 


Friday evening's session opened with a 


praise service beginning at 7.15 o'clock. 
At 7.30 H. O. Williams of New York, who 
is in charge of the international railroad 
work of the association, gave an address 
on "The Value of the .Railroad Young 
Men's Christian Association." Just as he 
arose to speak the parade came along and 
he said: "I don't want to run opposition 
to William HcKinley to-night, so let us 
sing one verse of a hymn as the proces- 
sion goes by." A verse of "Sweet Bye 
and Bye" was gang by the audience with 
a vim, and the selection was most appro- 
priate, even for those whose thoughts 
might have been temporarily turned in 
the direction of politics. 


Mr. Williams spoke of the birth and 


rapid growth of the railroad department 
of the association in an instructive and 
very entertaining way. The value of its 
work is recognized by railroad corpora- 
tions, which put money into it from 
motives of pecuniary self-interest, if for 
no other. The work is of value to the 
railroad men, many of whom it has led 
from dissipation to lives of morality aud 
usefulness. It is of value to the church, 
and of great value to the community, for 
all must realize the greater safety there is 
when trains are handled by sober and 
Christian men. 


For fifty years before the introduction 


of this work the railroads had been trying 
to help their employes by providing for 
them reading rooms, smoking rooms, 
restaurants, etc., but without introducing 
anything of a religious character. These 
institutions failed to meet the needs of 
the men and the railroads, but since the 
railroad department was introduced into 
Y. M. C. A. work great things have been 
accomplished in many places. There are 
now 118 Railroad Young Men's Christian 
associations in North America and they 
are doing very practical and effective 
work. 


Mr. Williams spoke of the work in 


Chicago, St. Louis, and other cities and 
showed that it is cpreading in all direc- 
tions and doing a vast amount of good. 
He was frequently applauded during the 
course of his remarks. 


At the close of the address "State 


Supervision" was taken up, with H. M. 
Moore of Somerville in charge.

ade by the Republican

CITY THOROUGHLY WAKED UP, 


Residences Illuminated and Decorated. 


Martial Musicjand Cannon, Appro- 


priate Transparencies. Cheers 


from the Crowds. 


With a boom of cannon, cheers from 


the crowded square, with martial music 
from the band and drum corps and with 
the command, "March" from 
Major 


Hough, the Republican campaign battal- 
ions started from Monument equare at 
7.45 o'clock Friday evening and furnished 
one of the largest, if not the largest, 
torchlight parade ever held in this city. 


The paraders assembled in full force at 


tho square promptly on time and found 
the streets crowded with people anxious 
to witness and cheer them at the start. 
The residences along the long Hue of 
march were brilliantly lighted and in 
many instances Japanese lanterns and 
flags were hanging from porches and 
draped in the windows, making a grand 
reception for the torch bearers. 
For 


fifteen minutes while the order of march 
was being formed the many spectators 
lent enthusiasm with applause as the sev- 
eral companies arrived and took their 
allotted places in line. At exactly 7.4r> 
o'clock the word was given and the 
march was begun. The line of march 
was as follows: 


Monument square, over Xo-th Church 


street, Center, Marshall, Main, East Main, 
Pleasant, East Quincy, Wall, Cherry, 
Dover, Elmwood avenue, Church, to N. 
L. Millard's residence, where a halt was 
made. The residences of N. L. Millard 
and T. W. Richmond had been decorated 
in a manner seldom before equaled in this 
city. Japanese lantern;, 400 in number, | 
were hung about the terraces, on the j 
porches, from tree to tree and swinging | 
in long rows across the road. Flags and 
bunting were used in great quantities, 
making a most brilliant scene, which was 
further enhanced by the flaming torches 
and red-flre. Coffee and doughnuts were 
passed among the paraders and the 
officers were served in Mr. Richmond's 
home to a similar fare. 


The march was resumed after a half 


hour's rest and the procession returned to 
Monument square by way of CUnrch, 
Summer, State and Main streets, arriving 
at 9.30 o'clock. 


All along the route the procession was 


greeted with applause and a most enthu- 
siastic welcome. The companies went 
through evolutions while marching, which 
not only showed their proficiency in drill 
movements, but also added much to their 
fine appearance.

Only ten days more remain before North 


Adams and Clarksburg will decide who 
shall represent them in the legislature. 
These remaining days of the representa- 
tive contest are likely to be very active 
ones. It is the Intention of all the can- 
didates to put in the hardest kind of politi- 
cal work during the time that remains. 


The contest lies between the Republican

If any wage earner thinks that free 


coinage at 10 to 1 would not reduce his 
aettial wages and that it is not intended 
to do so by leading silverites, he should 
lead tho followiug quotations from 
appcches nnd letters of some of silver's 
warmest friends. Bryau is more guard- 
ed in his language than eorne of his 
frieudn, but he virtually tella the work- 
ingmen of the country that their wages 
are too high when he tolls the western 
fanners that cheap money, and conse- 
quently higher prices, will help them to 
rii\y their debts: 


The solo object of remonetizing silver, 


as I unuorfitaud it, is to secure n cheaper 
dollar with which to measure nnd regu- 
late prices. Our present gold dol- 
lar is too valuable; its purchas- 
ing power is too great; it will liuy 
too mud!.—fcieuator ,1. K. Jones, 
Chairman Democratic National Com- 
mittee. 


I am confident that we shall very 


soon hear from the great industrial in- 
terests of Christendom, now threatened, 
as never before, by the competition of 
tha silver using countries, especially tho 
Asiatic coui.lries, or what has been pro- 
perly called "the Asiatic peril."

Crisp telegraphed for her children, and 
•11 came the next day. On Wednesday 
and Thursday Judge Crisp's condition 
improved, but he received no callers. 
His family were hopeful until 10 o'clock 
Thursday night, when he had a par- 
oxysm of pain near the heart. At 
midnight there was another paroxysm, 
and they continued 
at 
intervals 


through the night and forenoon. He 
suffered intense pain, but was con- 
scious up to the very last. At 1:30 his 
•on, Charles F. Crisp, jr., and his 
younger brother and sisters went 
across the street to a hotel for lunch. 
Mrs. Crisp remained with her husband. 
At 1:40 the pain reappeared. A mes- 
senger was sent for the children. 
They came hurriedly, and just in time 
to get some last glances of recognition, 
lor Judge Crisp was unable to utter a 
word and died within five minutes. 
Although warned by his physicians 
that the end might come at any mo- 
ment, when it did come it was tragic in 
its suddenness. Gov. Atkinson was 
his last visitor, having called on Sun- 
day, when he and the Judge chatted 
lor an hour on current topics. 


Complicates Polities In Georgia. 


' Judge Crisp was keenly interested in 
politics to the very last. He opposed 
fusion with the populists and charged 
Gov. Atkinson to defeat it, if possible, 
In Georgia. Judge Crisp was one of 
the leaders of the silver movement in 
Georgia, and on that issue the state 
overwhelmingly indorsed him for the 
United States senate, to which he 
would have been almost unanimously 
elected by the legislature, which meets 
rn'xt Wednesday. His death at this 
time complicates the situation and 
may lead to a bitter fight for the sen- 
ator ship. Perhaps other offices will 
be involved, too. Judge Crisp declined 
to contest for renomination to the 
house. 


Brief Sketch *t Jadfe Crisp's Life. 
' 


Charles Frederick Crisp, although 


of American parentage, was born on 
Jan. 89, 1845, in Sheffield, England, 
where his parents were playing in a 
stock company. He was educated in 
the public schools of Savannah and 
Macon, Ga., and enlisted in the Con- 
federate army in "the first year of the 
war, being then only 18 years old. He 
TIBS a lieutenant in the Tenth Virginia 
Infantry when he was captured and 
taken to Fort Delaware as a prisoner. 
On his return to his home in Ellaville, 
Ga., aftlr his release in June. 1865, he 
began to read law. Admitted to the 
liar in 1366, ho soot, built up a consid- 
erable practice. In 187S Mr. Crisp was 
appointed solicitor-general 
of 
the 


southwestern Judicial circuit of Geor- 
gia, and five years later he became a 
judge of the superior court by appoint- 
inent. In 1878 he was elected judge 
by the general assembly, and twice 
re-elected. He resigned to accept the 
nomination for congress for the Third 
district, which was equivalent to an 
election 


His Career In Congress. 


He served as a representative in 


congress until the time of his death. 
His knowledge of parliamentary law 
was, not exceeded by that of any man 
in the house except, possibly, Speaker 
Heed, with whom he was frequently 
In conflict on points of procedure. 
During the memorable fight against 
the Lodge bill, Mr. Crisp was the 
leader of his party on the floor, dis- 
playing remarkable self-control, alert- 
ness, boldness and patience. In the 
committee-room—and Mr. Crisp at one 
time or another was a member of all 
the important committees—he showed 
unwearying industry and grasp of de- 
tail. In the spring of 1886 Mr. Crisp 
was chosen speaker pro tern, during 
the absence of Mr. Carlisle, and while 
serving in that capacity he made his 
first speech advocating the fiee coin- 
age of silver. 


Mated for Hll Fair Bnllngs. 


Mr. Crisp had displayed such ability 


M a parliamentary tactician that he 
was selected by his party in the first 
session of the Fifty-first congress to
